IN harmony with the original purpose and plan, this 
volume is "a portrait and chronological record of 
members of the Republican party in Illinois.' ' It is 
with more than ordinary satisfaction that the pub- 
lishers send this book forth for public appreciation, for it 
is believed that never before have been collected, in con- 
venient form for permanent preservation, so many records 
of men who deserve to rank as typical representatives, 
not only of the highest aspirations and foremost activities 
in political life, but also of the best ideals of everyday 
citizenship. ** Republicans of Illinois" is not a directory ;
